Circular Letter of his Royal Highness the Aacuoure Cuartrs? 
in hie capacity of, Fwld-Marshal-Geferal of the Imperial 
"Yroops, and of those of the Empure, to all the Princes who 
aré Meiers of it, concérning the furnishing of their con'in- 
gents to the Army of the Empire, dared August 19, 179y- 
The High Decree of Commiffion to the General Af 
ffmbly of the Empire, refpesting the. renewed, {atc of 
war of the Empire, and the duties to which that {tate 
fubjeéts its men:bers, affords me an opportunity to com- 
“municate to you my thoughts tipon a fubject with which 
my mind has beet occupied for fome time, as abfolute- 
ly opceffary for the honour and welfare of our,common 
country, bamely, the furnifhing contingents for the Im- 
_perial Army aad the Army of the Empire. Ds 
‘The proceediggs of France, at the negociations of 
Raftadt, when Germany fincerély wifhed for peace, are 
‘ piliverfally known. It is alfo known, how, during an 
. armiltice, the German empire bas been vffended, and 
expofed to freth dangers of invafion and revolution, by 
the fubjugation of Switzerland. Its proceedings againtt 
the fortre(s of Ehrenbreitfein, during the negociations, 
and contrary to exilting treaties, are circumitances un- 
paralleled ia hiltory. In fhort its offences againt the 
rights of nations in general, of which it had been guilty 
ever fince the opening of the negociations for peace, 
could leave no doubt that it had not only refolved on 
the renewal of war againit Germany, but alfo the de- 
itraction and fubjugation of this.ancient confederation, fo 
’ formidable when undivided. Preparations were actually 
- making for'this purpofe. The enemy’s plan of opera- 
tion, if its material points, was the fame as that on 
which they proceeded in 1796 and 1797. Jourdan’s 
army was to. occupy Swabia, to penetrate into the heart, 
_f the Empire, in conjunction with the armies of Italy 
and Switterland. The only difference was in the man- 
“net Of executing their plan, as the faithlefs policy of the 
“French Government wilhed to deceive us, under the 
matk of pzacable fentiments, to weaken our means of de- 
: fence, andto'carry on the moft dangerous war of ex- 
‘s@rminatiod with lefs refiftance. 
_._. It was. pretended, artfully’ diftorting the true fenfe 
_ Of the words, that they. only took fuch military pofi- 
tions as the-cireumftanees required,- bat without {tating 
“their extent. “The whole army of France advanced | 
from its pofitions ; ambigious proclamations (the object 


of which was ‘neverthelefs evident) accompanied by 4 


“the threats of the. Directory as, well asjof the Gencrals, 
: preceded this... The line marked out, atthe comclufioa 
of the armiltice, was tranfgrefled, without previous no- 
~ tice being given, as had been agreed upon ; Swabia was 
invaded, and treated worfe than an hoftile country, at 
- Jeaft_ among: civilized- ftates.. Already..on the 6th af 
March, "in the prefent year, was the Grifon country, 
“and that.of Voralberg, attacked. by Maffena, without gi- 
_‘ ving any’ previous notice to General, Auffenberg, who 
. commanded inthe Grifoarcountry ;' while, on. the other 
- hand, Jourdan’s army advanced: from different points to 
™Germany, without the leaft declaration of war. 
"The enemy ,made, himfelf mafter of the town and 
= fortrefs of Manheim, and’ difarmed. the garrifon in 
ithe molt difgraceful manner... General Bernadotte fum- 
_moned the Commandant of. Phillipfhourg, threatening 
“him in a letter, in which the molt facred. principles ot 
the rights of nations are troden.under foot ; called upon 
- the magiltrates‘to™ become ° traitors -againft the Emperor 
-and the Empire; and attempted to get polleffion of 
Philipfbours hy bribery, intrigue, and feécret plans; he 
peblithed proclamations which laid open the atrocious 
views of the enemy, and filled the breaft of every Ger- 
man with deteftation. : é' 
.-1 In confequence of all thefé hoftile proceedings of the 
French, I advanced acrofs the Leck with the troops 
“under my conynaad, took fach,pofitions, and employed 
{ach méafures of precaution, as circumftances abfolutely 
-demanded, for the honour and prefervation of Germany. 
The enemy, having advanced as far as Oftrach, was 
“beaten there and at Stockach. 
.... By purfuing the enemy to Switzerland, I endeavour- 
‘ed to fecure the left flank of Germany, and feveral 
‘States of the Empire already reftored to their rights, 
‘pofleffions, and revenues. From the maay acts which 
-had taken place, and from the avowal of the French 
-Direétory, their Generals, and their Commiffaries, 
it remained .no. longer a fecret what would be the 
‘fate of the neighbouring circles of Swabia, Bavaria, and 
Franconia, fhould the.enemy’s plans fucceed; and it 
mutt be confefled, that’ much has been done for the fe- 
curity of Germany by the victories gained over him. A 
_convincing proof of this, is the tranquillity which fome 
erman States already enjoy,when compared with former 
“times, in which they were expofed to French intrigues, 
arbitrary threats, and oppreffion ; this confirms it, that 
the war into which weare again forced, is the only and 
_ belt_means for effecting a fpeedy, true, and lafting peace. 
~~ Another objet, of fimilar importancef yet remains, 
-mamely, to covfolidate the advantage we have gained, 
to drive the enemy entirely from the German territory, 
and to fectire its frontiers. Still are German frontier- 
fortreffes in his.poffeffion, fill are countries kept under 
his oppreflive yoke, which form a confiderable part of 
ethe ftrength of the Germanic Body, and who with to 
be joined again to their common country. The nego- 
‘ciations of Raftad: fully thew how much it was the in- 
tention of the French to retain full power to invade 
: Germany again whenever they pleafed, with little dan- 
ger to themfelves. But the prefent moment, when fo 
much has already been done for the fafety of Germany, 
is particularly adapted to regain its ancient limits, and 
to acquire its former dignity, integrity, liberty, and ia- 
“dependence ; to reinftate intheir rights, poffeflions, and 
property, Princes and individuals, faved from the moft 
humiliating oppreflion, and to conclude an: honourable 
aud lafting peace. 
But, to cbhtain this grand object, it is abfolutely ne- 
. ceflary that the German States, who have hitherto been 
equally offended by the. proceedings of the -French, 
whofe future fecurity and independence have been ex- 
pofed to the fame danger, fhould no Jonger fuffer them- 
jelves to be treated with contempt, but, without delay, 
unice all their ftrength to attack the enemy in his pofi- 
tion, from which the fame danger threatens every mem- 
ber of this powerful Confederation, which, united, has 
-given fo many proofs of its bravery. ‘This is the mo- 
ment io which, with mutual fincerity, with increafed 
* public {pirit and harmony, all means muft be employed 
to preferve our country again{ft the rapacity, ambition 
_and plans of our enemies. It cannot be doubred, that 
‘when every State of the Empire fulfils its duties, parti-

they will fulfil their duty, and take the neceflary fteps 
to furnith their contingtats as foon as pollible. 
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LETTER FROM REAR-ADMIRAIL STOREY TO THE MINISTER 


OF MARINE OF THE WATAVIAN REPUBLIC. 


Washington, al anchor under the 
Vlieter, August 31- 
Penctrated by the most oppressing sensations of despair and 
contempt, | take up my pen to give you an account of the most 
fatal event that ever will appear in the annuls of history. Ia 
my letter of the 27th inst. | informed you that the evacuation 
of the Helder and its batteries would oblige me to effect the 


your letter of the 234. Not before the English had appeared 
on the batteries of Revolution and Union, I made the signal 
for weighing anchor and for sailing, which was effected on the 
28th inthe morning. At that instant the Orange flag was fly- 
ing from all the steeples of ‘the Texel, the’ Helder, and from 
the batteries. ‘This extraordinary circumstance effected very 
critical sensations on board of several ships ; but potwithstand- 
ing this,’ cit retreat was effected, and at elevert o’élock in the 
morning we cast’aiehor before the Viieter, the wind prevent- 
ing us to enter it, and to take the intended station. 

> “On thé29th, at day-break, we diseoveréd that already a 
great part of the enemy's frigates and transports had cast: an~ 
chor in the roadsof the Texel ;*the wind was then N? which 
led me to conclude that the enemy’s men of war were not yet 
able to sail up the Texel’ 1 resolved, therefore, to réturn with 
my whole: force to the Roads of the Texel, to drive from 
thence, or to destroy, all-the enemy’s ships which [ should 
find theré, but the wind blowihg strong from the N, my plan 
became impracticable; f ordered the*fieet to anchor again, and 
resolved tp sail to the roads with the next tide. : 
On’'the evening of the same day, a spirit of insubordination 
‘and mutiny appeared amongst the crews of several ships. As 
nine o’clock, I was informed that the people ‘of the Wishing- 
ton refusdd ind Mass to go to their birth, saying they were 
sure that-ship would beblown up -in the night.-Semé of the 
mutineer$, arméd with sabres and pistols, made -themselves 
masters of the pdwder-magazinc, and would not «suffer any 
one-to approach it-—Others prevented the few well-disposed to 
go totheir birth.» Captain Van‘de Capelle, with: all his ofli- 
cers, immediately went between: decks,.and endeavoured to 
bring the mutineets back to their duty, with resolute counte: 
nances, and using every means of persuasion. 1 ordered-all 
the subaltern officers to appear before me, and reminded them 
of their duty, and of the oath they had sworn to the Repub- 
lic. ‘They all assured--me, they were acquainted with the 
causes of this mutiny, and saw no possibility of opposing it, 
Captain Van de Capelle succecded-so far between, decks, that 
the whole of the crew went to the cabin, “hose excepted who 
guarded, the powder-magazine. At that momeat, «I. would 
have employed’ force, had 1 not been! fully ‘persuaded that it 
would be in vain to oppose the whole mass.. The same af- 
ternoon;-{ also received several accounts, that, on board most 
of the largest vessels, disturbances had bfoke out. Captains 
Van Braam and de Yong assured me, that for some hours they 
had found the spirit of mutiny increasing so much in their 
respective crews, that Jittle or nothing could be expected of 
them, should an engagement take place, On board the Ruyter, 
it was the same ; Captain Huis had already been compéted-+w 
confine two: of bic rteremasters, on account of ‘their muti- 
meus conversation. Captain Kolf freely declared that his crew 
were so disposed, that not a single shot could be expected to 
be fired from his ship. ‘Thus elapsed the first day, and the 
night of the.2gth. 

On'the morning of the 30th wé saw the English appearing 
in the Roads of the Texel, partly directing their course to- 
wards the Vlieter! This. division consisted of 11 ships of the 
line, five or six large frigates, and four corvettes; underneath 
you will find an exact hst of them. They ‘carried what is 
called the Prince’s flag. On the approach of this fleet,‘ muti- 
nous movements took place on board the Washington, and, as 
I afterwards learned, on board several other ships. ‘This mo- 
ment was'the most painful: to me that ever I experienced.. A 
hostile fleet, nearly double the strength of my own, sailed 
against me before the wind, and at-a time when J was uncer- 
tain whether one of my ships would fire a shot. Forced, by 
this disagreeable circumstance, I resolved to send Captains Van 
de Capelle and de Yong, in a sloop to meet the English Ad- 
miral, to represent to him in substance--that we were at our 
jast-retreat, and were determined to defend our ships to the 
utniost, that he would therefore not gain any thing by his at- 
tack, but the destruction of a fleet, which, according to his own 
declaration, he wished to spare, and treat in the most friendly 
manner 3 that we proposed to him to cast anchor at a sufficient 
distance from our fleet to enable ‘us to wait the. resolution of 
our Government concerning our present situation, My object 
in sending this message. was to gain time, 

+ I made signal to.our ships to prepare for an engagement, but 
this. moment .perfectly. convinced me of what I migat expect. 
When the alarm was beaten on board the Washington, the 
whole of the crew, the, officers and a few of the men excepted, 
instead of instantly repairing to their guns, went to the dif- 
ferent parts of the ship, loudly exclaiming, that not one of 
them woul fight for a moment, nor make the least prepara- 
tion for it. 

Accompanied by Capt. Van Braam, who happened to be on 
board the Washington at that time, I went among them; we 
first used persuasions, and afterwards the severest threats, to 
indyce the mutineer’s to go to their guns, but in vain. All! at 
once, with repeated huzzas, &c. they ran to their guns, ex- 
tract d the balls, andthrew them overboard, and also a ereat 
number of cartridges. A few brave men, who had taken pos- 
session of two guns in the hold, were driven away by force, 
and orders were given, under the severest threats, not to un- 
dertake any thing for the defence of the ship. From some of 
the other ships F also heard, at different times, the cries of 
mutiny. At that moment Captains Van de Capelle and de 
Yong, had approached the English fleet, which had cast an- 
chor at some distance. On their return, the two Admirals 
mrsngnt me a letter from the British Admural (the summons 
which we have already laid before our readers)-telling me, at 
the same time, that, with greac difficulty, they had obtained 
an hour for me to consider about an answer, and that two Bri- 
tish officers had come with them to carry it. Previous to this 
{ had ordered all the commanding officers of our flect.on board 
of my ship, to consult upon our situation, and what we were 
to do, as | was convinced that not a single shot would be fired 
from the Washington; Capt Kolf declared that the same was 
the case with the Utrecht ; Captains Van Braam and de 
Young, stated, that their crews refused to fight; all the other 
Captains complained more or less, excepting Capt. Van Sen- 
den, who said that his crew were, at the present moment, in 
the best order, but that he cou'd not expect any thing from 
them, ifthe Admiral’s ship made no defence, ‘ihe Batavier 
the ship which he commanded, was next to the Admiral’s.— 
Under these circumstances, and convinced that we could, at 
the utmost, only fire'a few shots upon the enemy, who was 
our superior.in point of number, it was soon determined what 
resolution we should take. We agreed unanimously to strike 
the Batavian flag, and tu declare myself and all the officers 
prisoners of war, without going into detail upon the assurances 
of friendship made to us, or hoisting any other flag. I then 
sent an answer to the Britikh Admiral (which we have like- 
wise already given.) ~ ‘Che two British officers, who had arri- 
ved along. with Captains Van de Capelle and de Yong, re- 
mained on board the Washington from that moment to this 
day. In the evening, at their desire, the ci-dewant Prince's flag 
was hoisted. ‘To-day they demanded that we should salute 
their fleet, by firing some guns ; but this we refused, declaring 


of war, and therefore could not be obliged to aay service— 
What will become of us with this extraordinary manner: of 
carrying on wat, and of taking ships, 1 cannot conceive. We

MILITIA, 


Mr Dunpas rofe to move for leave to bring in the 
bill for extending the powers of the Crown, with regard 
to the application of the militia force. It was not his 
intention by the bill to leffen the ftrength of the coun- 
try ; on the contrary, his intention was, by reducing 
its defenfive force, and encreafing its offenfive powers 
to give that energy and effect to the great caufe of “ty 
kind, and to this country, as would, by its animation 
and prowefs, refcue a devoted mation from tyranny, fe- 
cure a lafting friend and natural ally to Great Britain 
and reftore a Jawful Sovereign to his legitimate rights. 
He was defirous of being informed, for he withed to 
learn, how the effeétive force of the country was to be 
leffened by attacking an enemy on his own coaft. Laft 
feflions he fignified to the Houfe, in general terms, the 
neceflity of afferting the authority of this country b 
acts of aggreflion on the enemy in their’s, and now Md 
only put that fentiment into effect, whereby that enem 
was mot to be effected, by operations of an offentive 
nature, by fuch efforts as the aid of an efficient Britith 
force could accomplifh. 

It was no longer a fpeculative queftion, whether the 
Britith interefts were to be maintained by refcuing Hol- 
land from the French yoke ; every hour and every in- 
cident fupplied abundance of faét to -eftablith the prin- 
ciple. The liberation of Holland would lead to the li- 
beration of Europe, and that admitted, he was bumbly 
of opinion, that the afliftance which this country could 
afford in any thape, would be advantageoufly applied ; 
and if the additional aid of our militia could be a me- 
dium to obtain the much-defired object, he trufted, that 
no zeal in a Britith Houfe of Commons would petard 
the progrefs ofan object which in its refult would benefit 
mankind. He bere the fame value for the ori
